What You Should Do 


to Banish a "Bad Breath

HERE are two things which are almost sure 


to lead to social ostracism. 


Fortunately, for the rest of us, one of 


these — snoring — is practiced in seclusion. On this 
account we are not troubled except on a sleeping 
car, or in a thinly-partitioned summer cottage or 
apartment. 


But the other — bad breath — we cannot escape. 


It may be the affliction of a clerk in a store, a 
neighbor in a street car, a fellow pupil in school, 
and even the doctor or the lawyer. Hardly a day 
mi. 


passes but each of us must endure at least a passing 
breath from some person with whom we come in contact. 


Many persons are painfully con-4- 


scious of their own affliction. They 
dread to face people and may even 
avoid all social affairs because they 
know they have bad breath. 


There are several causes for of- 


fensive breath. 
All of them relate 


to the nose, mouth and digestive 
tract. 
Taking- these organs in the order 


mentioned, we find that certain 
types of catarrh may 
impregnate 


the breath with disagreeable odors. 
One disease of this sort is known as 
"dry catarrh." 
Crusts and scabs 


form in the nose. These become the 
breeding place of germs and fermen- 
tation sets in. As the material de- 
cays it becomes very offensive. 


To get rid of bad breath due to 


catarrh there must be appropriate 
treatment of the nose and of the 
cavities, known as the nasal sinuses, 
which open into the nose. 
Decayed teeth and pus-infected 


tonsils are other causes for this trou- 
ble. No sensible person will neglect 
disturbance of mouth or throat. 
It 


Is not alone to make the breath 
sweet that attention should V •> given 
to such defects, but it should be 
given to guard the general health 
and life itself. 
Indigestion, especially those forms 


of indigestion associated with 'habit- 
ual constipation, is one of the most 
common causes of bad breath.
